News that the 
Baron had been stricken came as 
a surprise, for only a few days 
ago he was seen on the streets 
apparently In the best of health.

The 
only, logical way la to base vour tax¬ 
ation on the net savnings of a busl- 
r.eaa. if ihla tax an rental values io 
levied It will put business here un¬ 
der an extremely serious handicap." 
Retail businesses alb over the Prov¬ 
ince were going through serious con¬ 
ditions now and could not pay fur¬ 
ther taxation, he said. 

The committee delayed its decision 
on the rental values tax In order that 
It might hear representatives of the 
Victoria Chamber of Commerce. 

Fights Amusement Levy. 

Oppoeing the city's request for 
power to levy an amusement tax 
equal to that now imposed by the 
Provincial Government. Mr. Holland 
declared that even the present 
amusement tax was most Inequitable 
as theatres were paying in addition 
to It ail the usual taxes borne bv 
other business organisations. He 
recalled that the Legislature had 
some years ago given cities power to 
tax amusements and ail the cities 
liad decided that theatres could not 
bear this extra burden. The I'nion 
of British Columbia Municipalities 
had recently decided that further 
taxation of amusements was impos¬ 
sible. Mr. Holland went on. Now 
Vlctorta. standing alone, was trying 
to resurrect the tax—this in spite of 
the fact that, for its population. Vic¬ 
toria was the poorest amusement 
city in Brlish Columbia. 

No theatres in Vlctorta. he asserted, 
were making profits on their Invest¬ 
ments. and with some of them it was 
an open question as to whether they 
would close. He stated that the new 
Capitol Theatre had not paid a cent 
since it was opened. U the theatres 
are making « bare livelihood for 
Iheir proprietors that’s all." he 
affirmed. "The theatres are stagger¬ 
ing under the present ten per cent, 
tax,” he added. The theatres were 
urging, in fact, that the present levy 
be cut in half. 

Cannot Stand Tax. 

"You can't suggest to me any busi¬ 
ness in the world that can stand a 
ten per cent, tax on Us gross re¬ 
ceipts/* he exclaimed." I’nder the 
fiction that the people and not the 
theatres pay this lax it has got by 
far. The Province is a bigger 
partner than we are in the theatre 
business. The theatres don't net ten 
per cent, but the Government does. 
If a twenty per cent, tax were levied 
the theatres could not operate. It 
would break them."

For every bottle of ,whlsky pur¬ 
chased at a Government liquor store 
the Federal authorities receive 4167. 
A. M. Johnson, chairman of the 
Liquor Control Board, informed the 
Public Accounts Committee this 
morning when R. H. Pooley. Esqui¬ 
mau. was delving into figures con¬ 
nected with the purchasing end of 
the liquor business. 

The inquiry Into Liquor Board 
activities before the committee to¬ 
day was very much “underproof.* the 
Opposition enquiry being conducted 
for the most part by 1$. H. Poole/, of 
Esquimau. 

Mr. Pooley was again informed 
that purchases of liquor were made 
direct. 

Suggestions by Mr. Pooley that 
there had been switchings in beer in 
carload lots from the brands ordered 
brought out the fact that while this 
might have been done, neither Chair 
man Johnson of the Board nor Pur 
chasing Agent Paterson knew of any 
caaa. 

’’It is possible," said Mr. Johnson. 
“All the beer costs the same, and we 
would naturally ship in to the re¬ 
ceiving point from the nearest brew¬ 
ery as a matter of cheapness in 
freight charges. It might happen, 
although I know of no ouch cash per¬ 
sonally." 

He afterwards pointed out that the 
districts served by each brewery as a 
rule ordered the beer of that berwery.

Unemployment. 

'The. problem of unemployment la 
again assuming serious proportions 
and Is causing embarrassment to the 
Municipal Councils of the Province. 
But ‘embarrassment* would be a very 
mild term to apply to the effect pro¬ 
duced ppon the unemployed worker 
and his family. A. complete break¬ 
down of the means of life In the home 
of any human being who is willing to 
perform usetal social service is a 
condition which demanda the atten¬ 
tion of all governmental authorities. 
Wo feel there should be greater co¬ 
ordination of effort between the Fed¬ 
eral. Provincial and Municipal bodies 
and that the restrictions against util¬ 
izing the energy of tl\ese men In use¬ 
ful channels should be entirely re¬ 
moved.

He spoke again In the Hall 
of Flags at ths Bute House, where 
Governor Cox introduced him.
